of inferior ability. "It makes no 
difference if they were all long- 
shoremen, it takes a good man to 
teat a string of fighters' in snch 
short time, and so far as I am 
concerned let some other fighter 
try him out first." This accounts 
for O'Brien's refusal to sign ar- 
ticles before the fight with Burns 
at Los Angeks.

Few amateurs, and, for th* matter of i 


that, by no means all professionals, rea- j 
llse the Importance of the cue as a fac- 
; 


tor in success at billiards. 


But the Ideal cue is undoubtedly not 


«asy to come b> 
During the whole of 


my career as a j layer, which, taking in 
my performances as a boy champion, 
now extends to c ver twenty-five years, I 
have had only two perfect cues, and both 
«f these I discovered by chance. 


The first treas ire was one of a bunch 


exhibited m a m. ker's shop in Melbourne, 
and its qualities wer* something of a 
revelation to me 
With it in my hand I 


found myself making what till then had 
been difficult shots with ease, and I can 
describe the marie of the cue only 
by 


saying that it se< med to be endowed with 
life and to play the game for me. 


I grew so fond of my cue- and so afraid 


of anything happening to it that I had 
a dozen cues exactly line It 
specially 
made for me, thi iking thus to cheat mal- 
jgn.vnt Fate. 
T itibe cues were absolute 
replicds of the 
Anginal, th same wood, 
weight, length, talance, the same every- 
thing but they ntg-ht as well have been 
made of cast iron lor any use they were 
to rne. 
My cue had u soul, these were poor 
lifeless bits of vood 
Well. I kept my 
precious cue for six years and then in 
a fooliTO mome'it I lent it to a friend 
who broke it, <.mrt incidentally 
nearly 
broke my heart 


BALANCE, NOT WEIGHT, COUNTS. 
I was In (Us)alr. 
The championship 
of Australia w.n shortly to be decided, 
and here was I playing like a third rate 
amateur 
In a faint hop'3 of recovering by as- 
siduous practice me form that had gone 
•with mv broken cue I hired a table at a 
Collins street saloon, and the first morn- 
Ing: I we'nt thf u I found another g-ern 
among the cues in the-rack for everyday 
•use 
It was a 'narvelous stroke of luck, 
for I had vain.v ransacked every shop 
In Melbourne ft r a cue to suit me 
I may add thet when I first took it up 
I was within an ace of putting it down 
again, for It w is much heavier than I 
•was accustorrm 
to play with. 
But I 
wns In the moor1 that any stick was good 
enough to hit i ball with, and took it 
•with the feelirsc that no matter how 
heavy it might be it could not possibly 
make my piay worse, than it was 
As a 
matter of fact, I learned from my suc- 
cess—for I won the championship—with 
that cue that weight is of little Import- 
knee. 
I played with this cue for fifteen years 
and brought it with me to London—that 
Is, about three vears ago 
Shortly after 
arrival I found or thought I found my 
cue needed lengthening, for. however 
earoful one n^ be. a cue Is bound to 
shorten with r* tipping1 
In 
the

of years, and 
t took my darling to a 
maker to be adjusted

As Mrs. Foster placed the glass 
to her lips she detected.the odor of 
muriatic acid and exclaimed that she 
believed Huff was attempting to poison 
her.He replied that he would kill her 
anyhow, and drawing a pistol quickly 
fired two shots, one bullet glancing 
from her bracelet and the other en- 
tering her breast. 
Believing that he 
had accomplished his. rah deed. Huff 
then shot himself through the heart. 
causing instant death. 


Huff and Mrs. Foster came to San 


Francisco two months ago. Tiiey took 
apartments at 65S Clayton street, where 
they remained until Wednesday.

One of the principal subjects will be 


that of drainage. The irrigation prob- 
lems of the West have been pretty 
thoroughly thrashed out and the re- 
clamation service has blazed the way 
for operations In a manner that every 
land owner is supposed to know what 
his relations are to the government. 


On the question of drainage. It Is 


said, nobody Is well posted. The gov- 
ernment has not determined upon its 
policy, probably because the people 
do not as yet know what they want 
the government to do. One thing the 
irrlgationists do not want Is to see 
the 
reclamation 
fund 
diverted to 


drainage projects. 


NEW STTTLE COACHES. 


For use on some of hB lines Mr. 


Harriman is building coaches with 
side Instead of end doors. 
He be- 


lieves that cars thus constructed will 
be much stronger and more durable 
than the style now used, and that In 
case of wreck there will be little dan- 
ger of the coaches telescoping each 
other. 
The car will have a small 


passageway by which passengers may 
go from one coach to another, but 
thig will be so arranged that It will 
not weaken the end walls of the cars. 
Another feature of these coaches is 
the use of round instead of square 
windows. New patent ventilators, be- 
ing used by the Union Pacific on its 
motor cars, will be placed on the new 
coaches, and the cars will present an 
appearance so little In common with 
the ordinary coach that they will at 
first hardly be recognized as a pas 
senger vehicle.

The 
rivals found that Harriman had pre- 
empted the right of way along the 
coast of the Gulf of California. The 
charter granted to his Cananea rail 
road provided that no line," should 
parallel It within fifteen 
miles on 


either aide. At places, a point fifteen 
miles from the Cananea line would be 
In the Gulf of California or well up 
In the Sierra Madre mountains. The 
Rock Island and Frisco Interests then 
had to look for a passage through the 
mountains to reach one of the ports 
on the western coast. 
About this time Harriman called on 


President Diaaz and explalaned the 
advantages of uniting all the Mexican 
systems under one management. 
It 


was Inferred that Harriman would be 
the controlling spirit. After Harriman 
left the palace President Dlaaz took 
steps to have all the roads consolidat- 
ed under government jurisdiction, so 
the only line Harriman will own in 
Mexico is the one he Is now building.

One hundred and slxty'students of 


tho University of California returned • 
on Thursday from the summer engin- 
eering camp In the Santa Cruz moun- 
tains. A month's life in the open air, 
away from the bleaching influence of 
class-room and barber shop, brought 
the erst-ahile pale and 
beardless 


youths back to civilization with viru- 
lent coats of tan, and an epidemic of 
straggly whiskers, of varying degrees 
of bushiness. 
With a Joyous whoop 


they descended upon the sleepy old 
college town late at night and wokr 
the lazy echoes of the campus from 
their four weeks' slumber with a se- 
ries of ear-splitting oski-wowa. 


The sedate summer residents sat tip 


in bed ami rubbed their ears in be- 
wilderment, wondering if they could 
have overslept a whole month, and 
college days had 
commenced again. 


But it was merely a temporary inva- 
sion, for on Friday the lusty 
horde 


packed up their light weight duds and 
betook themselves to their respective 
homes, for the first time since the 
summer vacation officially began. 


CAMP CALIFORNIA. 


'Camp California, the compulsory 
summer Mecca of all freshmen in tho 
engineering colleges, and of Juniors in 
the department of railroading, is lo- 
cated in a rocky canyon In the Coast 
range, about twelve miles from Santa 
Cruz. 
Hore for many summers past 
hundreds of embryonic engineers have 
made maps and run transits, and slept 
and smoked, and eaten—mainly tho 
latter—and used eadh other's notes— 
this is on the q. t. 
Tho samp is annuallydlvided into 


two sections, for working convenience. 
The last section, consisting of half of 
the students who mustdo the summer 
work, starts in as soon as the spring 
examinations are concluded at 
Ber- 
keley, ana finishes, or at least quits, 
in four weeks. 
Then the members 


of the second section take their places, 
and do the same things all over again. 
Each section is divided up into parties 
of three members, who sleep, eat and 
work together. 
Every party 
has 


charge of an instrument 
and 
the 
three men take turns in carrying rod, 
running chain, and working the ma- 
chine. 
Freshmen are required to make con- 
tour maps of the country, registering 
every 5-foot difference in elevation in 
th* stretch of country assigned 
to 
their party. The Junlons in the party 
must do the survey work for an im- 


er line, and made off with his clothing. 
The instructor was obliged to walk the 
long half mile from the beach to camp, 
clad only in a pair of surveyor's boots 
and « gauze undershirt. 
He took the 
joke in Rood part, however, and the ex- 
pected reprimand was not forth coming. 


CAMP HOSPITAL. 


The camp was provided with a hospital 
tent presided over by a graduate of y. 
C. taedical school. 
There fwas nothing 
more serious than poison oak, sun blist- 
ers and colds to occupy 
his attention 
during this year's n>st section work, but 
he Is prepared for any emergency. 
The 
heavy rains anrt high winds that prevailed 
during the past month kept the party in 
a chronic state of sniffling;. At times the 
wind on the cliffs along the beach was 
so furious that the heavy surveying In- 
struments wore blown 
clear 
oft 
the 
ground. 
At 5 o'clock a. m., when tho 
parties crawled out of bed in response 
to first call for breakfast, there was 
usually an infectious shiver that coluld be 
felt distinctly in Santa Cruz. 


BUSTS UP BEER BUST. 


As the work drew -to a close, the camp- 
ers felt the need of some sort of a 
celebration to top off the strenuous ap- 
plication of the month, and a few lead- 
Ing spirits took up a collection of 
four 
bits per head to defray the ejtpense of 
a "Beach Party" on the final night. One 
hundred and twen-ty-slx members of the 
party subscribed to the festal fund, and 
arrangement's were about completed for 
a most joyous evening. 
But, 
through some undiscovered out- 
, 
let, a s-ober- minded youth, who had re- 
fused to countenance the contemplated 
frivolities in -their original innocent as- 
pect, learned that one of the managers of 
the celebration had been seen holding a 
confidential conference with the driver 
of a brewerj' 'wagon. Lightning intuition

Postmaster-General Makes Pub- 


lic an Order Enlarging 


Registry System. 


WASHINGTON, Juno 15.—Of the 


64,000 postofflces in the country at 
any one which registry business may 
be transacted only 38,000, Inclusive 
of 4000 stations, are authorized to do 
money order business. 
"While doubt- 


ing the feasibility of extending money 
order facilities to all postofflces, Post- 
master General. Meyer to meet as far 
as practicable the needs of the busi- 
ness public and promote its conven- 
ience in the transmission of money 
through the mails, today issued the 
following order: 


"In furtherance of the determina- 


tion of this department to promote 
public convenience, it has been de- 
cided to materially extend the advan- 
tages now offered by the postofflce 
money order system as a means of 
safely transmitting money 
through 


the mails by the establishment of a 
money order service at many post- 
offices not now authorized to trans- 
act such business. 


DEMAND FOB EXTENSION. 
"Recognizing the fact that there is a 


demand on the part of the public for 
this extension, the department ex- 
pects to be aided in carrying out its 
policy in this respect, by the earnest 
co-operation of its employes and of 
postmasters and all others connected 
in any way with the postal service. 
"Power to establish money qrder 
business at postoffices is by law vest- 
ed In the postmaster general,, who 
will consider th4 interests of the pub- 
lic in the exercise of hia discretion as 
to which postofflces shall issue and 
pay postal money orders. 
"It must be understood that the de- 
partment will not brook Interference 
on the part of its officers or employes 
with the policy above outlined, and 
It is enjoined upon all connected with 
the service to use every effort to pro- 
mote the use of postal money orders 
for remittances by mail. 


WARNING TO OFFICIAL*. 


"Failure on the part of any post- 
master or postoffic* employe to ad- 
here to the requirements of this order 
will endanger the official position of 
the delinquent. Failure to subscribe 
thereto on the part of any applicant 
for a position as postmaster will prac- 
tically void his chance for appoint- 
ment. It is the intention of th* post- 
master general to extend money or- 
ders from cities in the* Imniedlate fu- 
ture to many thousands of offices, his 
belief -being that they will be benefi- 
cial alike to the department and, to 
the people."

HE FALLIBILITY of Iranian justice has Half fled the 
wisdom of all the ages. 
In every land in eyery age 


law and justice have been relative rather than synony- 


mous terms, and justice in the concrete has been quite a different 
thing from justice in the abstract. The profoundest law givers 
the world has produced have been compelled to confess that the 
human intellect has thus far proved unequal to the task of de- 
Tising a method of administering absolute justice. 
Every 


rule requires qualification, and every qualification is subject to 
abuse or distortion. 
Absolute justice would be merciless, and 


the quality of mercy is too often measured by-the unmerciful 
or the partial; not infrequently it is dealt out with sordid or 
corrupt intent. 
' 
- 


The law is an impotent attempt to give a concrete applica- 


tion of general principles and abstract theories to the complex- 
ities of human life, varying temperaments and situations, and 
widely different social, intellectual and moral conditions. 
It 


must be flexible or it becomes a cruel and'barbarous instrumen- 
tality. 
When made elastic its flexibility may be utilized to 


unjust ends. 
As far as it may be stretched to extend mercy 


to the erring repentant or to qualify the penalties of offenses 
due to misfortune, bad environment or the susceptibility of 
weak natures to temptation, it may be stretched equally as far 
to shield criminals and afford immunity to the foulest and 
most loathsome of crimes. 
It may even be seized by criminals 


and be made the instrument of torture for the innocent; an 
agent of oppression and a coadjutor of vice. 


Or it may be administered by fanatics or men neither 


...corrupt nor naturally vicious who are swayed by their preju- 
dices or arc controlled by the public'opinion/which for the mo- 
ment environs them. Unjust things are done from just mo- 
tives. Criminal methods are sometimes resorted to, on the the- 
ory that tbe ends justify the -means, to convict men accused of

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crime. Every clay sees'judicial authority stretched one way or 
the other from motives of: bias, prejudice, self-interest or per- 
sonal feeliiag. Often there'is violation of the ethics underlying 
the law to expedite the conviction of a man deemed to be bad or 
whose incarceration in prison is seemingly for the good of so- 
ciety.

And then some offenses not punishable by law are sq revolt- 


ing to the social code of some communities that a so-called "un- 
written law" has been invented to justify private murder. 
Juries are continually rendering verdicts based on this unwrit- 
ten law, and recently a Virginia judge gave it sanction from the 
bench, and in years gone by a chief justice of Georgia codified it 
into the law of precedent in a Supreme Court decision. In the 
extremes between Sir Matthew Hale in the witchcraft case and 
the Georgia jurist wlio justified murder because it was sanc- 
tioned, by the social code of his State the fallibility of the law 
and those charged with its administration stands clearly re- 
vealed. 
In one case there was law without justice and in the 


other injustice without law. 


The jury 'system was invented to protect accused persona 


from class prejudice and class vengeance, and has been pro- 


v served to mitigate the stern severities of the law and the inflex- 


ible obedience to it that courts are supposed to render. 
But 


jurors may be cowardly, venal or prejudiced; or, indeed, all 
three. 
They catch the spirit of the mob, drink in the atmos- 


phere of a.hostile court room and take on the mental attitude 
of a prejudiced bench. 
Every cog in the machinery of justice, 


from the officer who summons the talesmen and witnessed to the 
judge on the bench and the jury in the box, may lie arrayed for 
or.against a prisoner on trial. 
Fortunate is be if those instru- 


mentalities be on his side, but woe to him if they be arrayed on 
the .other. 
In''either case there is no chance for fair play, and 


.if justice would be served she must be on the side of the majority. 


And witnesses may lie—often do—either to glut a ven- 


geance, gain a reward, serve a friend or ingratiate themselves 
with soine interest or-power. 
Sometimes they lie for the mere 


lust of lying, pretending in the spirit of the braggart to have 
seen and done things they never saw or did. 
No one can tell 


whether to believe the chapter of horrors Harry Orchard has 
unfolded at Boise, yet his story stirs righteous indignation and 
creates a desire to punish somebody. 
We do know that the 


crimes he alleges were committed by somebody, but we know 
also that powerful and not over-scrupulous private interests 
have procured his confession and.are bending every energy to 
convict'the men he.'accuses. 
Orchard's past relations with 


them raise a presumption of their guilt, but he may be lying for 
all that. A man who has confessed to perjury, forgery, arson, 
larceny, bigamy and murder is not entitled to credence without 
ample corroboration. The difficulty of telling where the truth 
lies is. a proof of the fallibility of all known methods of ascertain- 
ing guilt. And the accused may he guilty and yet not he given a 
fair trial. 


Southern Pacific Betterments. 


'The Southern' Pacific Company is manifesting a good deal of 


commendable activity these days in the matter of providing better- 
ments for tht- system. 
A week ago it,began to overhaul the coast 


line, which is nearly five hundred miles long, in order to increase 
its efficiency and make it securer to travel. The recent accident 
to the Los Angeles special Shriner train at" Honda has proved to the 
satisfaction of the railroad management that it needs a general .over- 
hauling, for official inspection revealed theJact that the,heavy rains 
of the past winter weakened the roadbed at many points.

Although the, coast line is one .of the most picturesque in"the 


State, as it parallels the sea for a long distance, it has been a costly 
ooe to operate. 
In its early history it was the scene 
of 
many 


accidents—so many,! in • fact, that one of the first- official-acts .per- 
formed by Charles M. Hays, when he became president of the 
system, was to.make a personal inspection, of the route, with the 
result that traffic was a long period suspended on it in order to 
ca.rry out his plans of reconstruction. The present plans of"recbn- 
structicm are even more elaborate and possibly, more costly 
than 


those made by President Hays; but when finished the efficiency of 
the road is sure to be greatly improved. 


All of the numerous kinks in the line between this city and 


Port Costa are to be taken out. The line is to be straightened and 
rights of way have been secured for that purpose. This is to be a 
time-saving betterment.

Another improvement which has been badly needed since the 


«iays of the Spanish-American war is the double tracking of the old 
Central Pacific-from RoseviHe junction in .the Sacramento valley 
to Reno in Nevada. 'It is between'these two points that passenger 
trams crossing the Sierra are so often. delayed.

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Extermination of a Citrus Pest. 


The destruction of all citrus trees, cyringa and jasmine bushes, 


in and around Marysville, in order to get rid of the white fly pest of 
Florida, which has obtained a footing there, is a heroic step which 
has to be taken for the defense of the citrus industry of the State. 
Some of the oldest orange and lemon trees in the northern part of the 
State are located in the vicinity of 
Marysvillc. 
Thousaands of 


orange trees and the most ornamental flowering bushes in the gardens 
of that city will be sacrificed in response to the edict of the State 
'Horticultural Commissioner, which lias been approved by the county 
board of supervisors. The execution of the edict will involve the 
destruction .of many thousands of dollars' worth of property which 
cannot be restored, under the most favorable conditions, for ten or 
fifteen years, to come. It must be done, however, for the common 
good and ther.e is no help for it. There is no other way of exter- 
minating the pest known, expect, to destroy the infected trees and 
bushes, root and branch, by the:application of the torch. And as the 
white fly is the most dangerous pest to 
the 
citrus 
industry in 


existence, its extermination is a public necessity. 


It is probable that the loss incurred by the heroic process to be 


adopted will have to be sustained by the owners of the trees, al- 
though it is put into execution in the interest of the citrus industry 
generally. It is argued, of course, that the trees are doomed any- 
way to destruction by the pest later, if they should be spared by 
fire'Tiow, and that it is essential the latter course should be followed 
to save the other citrus groves of the State from similar infection. 
Still there would seem to be an equity calling for a fair compensa- 
tion to those who are thus forced to sacrifice their property for the 
public benefit. But the only prospect of securing such compensation 
is through the State legislature, .as the work is to be done under the 
orders'of a State officer.

Much Governed?" 


KKTT YOTlK, June 15.—"What this 
ewuntry needs is not more laws, but a 
better enfor-:emsnt of those we have." 
An exemplification of this statement, 
recently male by a public speaker, is 
furnished by the present legislative 
season now about to close. 
During this year's sessions of legis- 
latures in sixteen states no less thari 
18,700 bills were introduced. 
Of this 


number 5,831 were passed and most 
ot them wli; become laws by the sir- 
nature of the governors. 
The avers so number of bills .intro-: 


duced in each state was 1,169, and the 
average number passed 3G4. 
Assum- 
ing that this is a fair average for each 
of the staff s in the union, the total 
number of bills'introduced in all the 
states this vear would be 52,605, and 
the total number passed 16,380.

ARE WE TOO MUCH GOVERNED? 


These 
figures are 
startling 
and 


prompt the inquiry. "Are we too much 
governed?" If the question were put 
to the corporations the answer would 
be "yes," fou they have been hardest 
hit by the new laws enacted. 
This 


especially is true of the railroad and 
insurance companies. Not much sym- 
pathy will be wasted on them, how- 
ever, for the revelations as to how the 
public has been milked by them have 
convinced the people that these cor- 
porations deserved drastic curbing. 


An Illinois state senator the other day 
declared the people are "crazy about 
legislation," 
and 
suggested that a 


meeting of the general assembly of 
the state be railed to devote its time 
entirely to repealing some of the laws 
that have been passed and then to 
adjourn for ten years to give the state 
a chance to enforce some of its laws. 
He said that the statute books were 
clogged with absurd and useless sta- 
tutes. 
Some of the 
members, he 
said, 


framed law* Just to get their opinions 
on the statvite books. Some of them, 
he continued, had no idea of making a 
bill until about thirty minutes before 
they presented it. 


WHAT'S THE MATTER? 


The speaker of the legislature of a 


western state has decided views of 
the tendency, to "overlegislate." 


"The needed reform," he. says, "is 
a cessation of the habit of legislating 
about every subject. under the sun. 
There are men In every legislature 
who seem to think it is incumbent up- 
on them to perfect civilization in six- 
,ty or ninety days. They introduce bills 
touching every phase of human con- 
duct, they stfck their 'noses into every- 
body's business,, arid" want to regulate 
everything.

"If the legislature would only make 
it % rule to undertake only such gen- 
eral legislation as the, people declare 
for, 
then blunders would be averted. 


A fad or a pet measure ought never 
to get beyond the portals of a. com- 
mittee. General legislation should fol- 
low only a palpable public demand. 


"Let the people instruct the ' law- 


makers what to do for 'the general 
welfare, with the understanding that 
legislation will, go no further until In 
the customary way other instructions 
are given. 


"As it is, our lawmakers ignore half 


j the 
things the people demand and 


j spend the 'rest of their time trying to 
(interfere with business, domestic af- 
i fairs, and personal conduct in a most 
j offensive way." 
| LAZY MEMBERS BLOCK WORK. 


j 
"SSoiaioring" by members of legisla- 


tures is probably the principal reason 
why so many ill considered bills arc 
rushed through at the end of the ses- 
sion. 
The members seldom or never 
attend the ss-sslons more than thrte or 
four days a week, being absent from 
their duties practically half of tha 
time'. 
This delightful condition—for 


the legislator—is because of the rail- 
road passes which lawmakers hereto- 
| fore could *ecure for the asking. With 
a bunch of these in their pockets, they 
can gad all over the state, and they 
generally do so. 
However, the anti- 
pass laws enacted this year in many 
states will put an end to most of the 
free riding. 
Then possibly the mem- 


bers of\legislatures will be able to at- 
tend to their business, and give pro- 
posed legislation the consideration its 
importance demands.

NEW YORK, June 15.—The receiv- 


ers of the Milliken Brothers' Corpora- 
tion, which failed on Monday, have 
decided to close the steel m 11 of the 
$7,500,000 plant on Staten Island, and 
have, m accordance with this determi- 
nation, discharged 1500 steel workers. 
About 7000 persons are dependent up- 
on the earnings of the discharged men 
and, as the re-opening oi the mill is 
problematical, most of the workers 
and their families will go to.other 
steel centers to secure emplo> merit.

NEW YORK, June

command of Rear Admiral .Robtey D. 
Evans, were trebly "destroyed"

passing through the Narrows on their 
way from the Jamestown Exposition to 
the New York Navy Yard.

Then 
one of his officers enlightened him about 
the sham "war" between

forts 
manned by regular coast artillerymen and 
National Quardsmen and small 
boats 
manned by regular* representing a hos- 
tile fleet, the purpose of which -was to 
test the alertness of the guardians of 
the sea approach to New York city. 
The officers at Forts Hamilton and 
Wadsworth learned from Fort Hancock 
at Sandy Hook that two real battleships 
were passing in the Hook. It wast Jok- 
ingly decided to "destroy theth" and the 
forts' gunners turned out accordingly. 
The fog was dense and the Alabama erot 
within 2000 yards of Fort Wadswolth 
befoie being seen. The Connecticut was 
about 500 yards astern. 
First tho two 
forts mortars were flred at the two 
battleships. Presently It was announced 
at the forts that the- batleships had been 
sunk.

NUMBER OF BREADWINNERS 


AMONG WOMEN /S GROWIHG 


Recent Census Shows That the Total of 


Feminine Workers in United States 


Has Doubled in Twenty Years. 


Statisticians Tiho have been work- 
tag lor over six years on the census 
returns of 1900 have just completed a 
volume of 100 pagoa devoted to •no- 
men which -shows that the number of 
women brc id-winners In the United 
States 13 rapidly Increasing. 
At the cenaua of 1880 the number of 
women aixt' en years of Age and over 
reported as having a gainful occupa- 
tion was 2,353.988, In 1900 it was 4,- 
833,830, an Increase of 2,479,642, or 
105.3 per cent. In other words, thf> 
number of women al work more than 
doubled in this interval of twenty 
years. 
The Increase was tn part the re- 
sult of the growth of population. But 
this accounts for not much more than 
one-half of the total Increase, and it 
is probable that there were over 1,- 
•00,000 women engaged in gainful oc- 
cupations In 1900 who would not have 
taken up s ich occupations If condi- 
tions and tendencies had remained the 
same as th-y were twenty years be- 
foreThe Increasing participation of wo- 
men in industrial pursuits is Indicated 
by the increase shown in 
the per- 
centages, 
of the women 16 years of 
age and o\er 18 per cent were at 
work in 1880, 19 per cent were at 
work In 1890 and 20.6 per cent in 
1900. 
MORE MA1SRIED WOMEN WORK. 
A comparison with 
the census of 


1890 a<? regards the number of women 
who are bread-winners in each mari- 
tal clams reveals a very noticeable In- 
crease In the employment of married 
women. 
The 
percentage of bread- 
winners among 
married women in- 
creased from 4.6 In 1890 to 5 6 in 1900. 
which means that approximately ono 
married woman in eighteen was at 
work In 19'JO. as compared with ono 
In twenty-two in 1890, or that the pro- 
portion at work increased by almost 
one-fourth.

the number of other bread-winners In 
those families. 
TOTAL WOMEN OVER 23,000,000. 
In 1900 in continental United States 
—by which Is meant the United States 
exclusive of Alaska, Hawaii and other 
outlying possessions—the total number 
of women 18 years old and over was 
23,4S5,859, while those at work num- 
bered 4,833,830. The women at work 
were young, 68.4 per cent being under 
35 years of age, 44.2 per cent under 
25 and 25.6 per cent had not reached 
the age of 21; 159 per cent were 
married, 17 7 per cent were widows, 
and 1.3 per cent were divorced. 
The number of divorced women re- 


turned by the census, the report says, 
is probably deficient, because the fact 
of dlrorce Is not always admitted. But 
it is significant that of the number 
reported divorced 553 per cent Were 
supporting themselves wholly or In 
part.

MOST WOMEN LIVE AT HOME. 
Excluding servants, whose position 
in this classification Is largely deter- 
mined by the nature of their occupa- 
tion, and also waitresses, who in the 
census classification t.re not distin- 
guishable from servants, the total 
number of bread-winners included In 
this tabulation Is reduced to 904,695, 
and of this total 731,665, or 80 9 per 
cent, were living at home and 173,030, 
or 19.1 per cent, were boarding. The 
number boarding includes those living 
with thotr employers, but 
compara- 


tively few women other than servants 
come in this class.

OLD MAN TO 


TRY FOR 


HONOR 


Just forty rears ajro on Tuesday, 


October 29, 1867, Edward Parson 
Western, the famous pedestrian, start- 
ed his historic walk from Portland, 


to Chicago, 111., fn thirty days, 


which made hi« name a household 
word and aroused an-lntereet in walk- 
ing which subsequently, with other 
feats of endurance by him, created a 
furor in favor of this moat exhilarat- 
ing exercise. 
He was then in his 


twenty-ninth year. 


Mr. Weston, now in hte sixty-ninth 
year, proposes to duplicate that per- 
formance, and, if possible, to excel it 
It is an ambition he has cherished for 
the past ten years, and hia present,, 
physical condition makes him 
feel 
very confluent of giving the country 
an object lesson in what can be ac- 
complished by an old man after an 
abstemious life. His feat of last year 
when he covered the 100 miles be- 
tween Philadelphia and

BOISE, Idaho, June 15.—Disconnect- 


ed corroboratlon of Orchard's confes- 
sion In which he accuses Haywood. 
Moyer and Pettlbone In a wide murder 
conspiracy, Is being presented by the 
prosecution of the Western Federation 
of Miners' official*. This testimony so 
far Is corroborative of, events quite re- 
mot* from the murder of Steunenberg. 
and the State has not as yet presented 
anything to connect -up the defendant 
with the ether crimes. The burden of 
proof of today and yesterday Is solely 
to Indicate relationship between Hay- 
wood and Orchard, Adams and Simp- 
kins, and the State got permission to 
Introduce this line of proof on a prom- 
tee to later connect the defendant and 
the actual assassin In the formation 
and execution of the alleged conspira- 
cy. 


Warfare, industrial and martial, be- 


tween the Mine Owners' Association of 
Colorado and the Western Federation 
was gone Into at great length this 
morning \vhlle Major Naylor of the 
Colorado Xational Guard, was on th« 
stand. The Major Is assistant secreta- 
ry of the Mine Owners' Association and 
was mad«- Marshal of Victor, Colo., 
when 
the militia took possession of 


that mining town and the mine owner? 
forcibly removed the elected peace ef- 
ncert from office. Naylor was appoint- 
ed Marshal of Victor and had much to 
do with executing the mine owners' 
program. 


DRIVE OUT MEN,. 


Asked about the first deportations 


from Victor, In 1903, Major Naylor 
said.five men who were "underslrablt 
citizens" 
(he 
quoted 
Roosevelt's 


phrase) were gathered up by the mili- 
tia and driven out of town. He admit- 
ted on cross-examination that no court 
authority for this action was asked for 
and given and that the men'were not 
accorded any form of trial. Later when 
deportations of union miners was In- 
augurated on a large scale the Major 
testified, the union men were given a 
form of trial before a commission that 
was appointed by the Governor of Col- j 
orado. 
This trial consisted solely of 


giving the men a chance to renounce 
the union, take a card from' the mine 
owners' and go to work. Any man who 
refused to take program 
had to get 


out of the mining district and stay out. 


Back and forth Naylor was passed 


between Borah and Richardson, each 
lawyer getting additional details of 
strike conditions In the Cripple Creek 
district during the trouble of 1903 and 
1304. Major Naylor denied any knowl- 
edge, other than an affidavit by a sol- 
dier which had been published, of the 
troops being ordered to shoot up the 
Vindicator shaft-house, an act which 
was charged to union men. He 
ad- 


mitted with complete candor that the 
Miners' t'nlon relief stores at Cripple 
Creek, Victor, Independence and other 
places wore looted by the troops and 
the managers of the relief stations de- 
ported. His function in those times, he 
said, was to arrest the miners and this 
he did; someone else deported them.

to the finding of the "Peahndy bomb'1 


In the Coeur d'Alene. W. H. Schlen- 
berg, a fireman, testified that he dug 
the bomb from the Ice at Wallace and 
turned it over to Sheriff Angus Suther- 
land. Sutherland in turn took It to the 
Pinkerton headquarters at Denver on 
orders from Prosecutor Hawley.

Written Word Is a Pitfall 
By Helen Oldfield 


There are few, if any, precepts among those which have been 


handed <Iown to us irom past ages more worthy of faithful prac- 
* cc, for one's own st.ke, than that which bids us to "beware tho 
written word." 


"Think before you speak," la excellent-advice beyond doubt; 


few men or women live who have not, more or less frequently, 
at one time or another, had occasion to repent, perhaps in bit- 
terness of splrH, thi hasty words inconsiderately uttered. Thero 
is an oriental proverb which suys that the "spoken word and the 
?p*d arrow may not be recalled," and the sting of the one some- 
times is as sharp a.<, perhaps more incurable than,% that of thu 
O her. 
The sins of the tongue have forever been a fertile sub- 


ject for discourse In all lands and among all creeds. 
Christian 


fathers and heathen sages have fillke inculcated the duty of 
thoughtful silence, which is said to be to speech even a* gold is 
imto silver. And if, as none will deny, they are wi*e who— 


"These things observe with care, 


To whom they speak, or* whom they speak, 
And how, and when, and where," 


thus avoiding the sin«i of the tongu«, still greater wisdom Is man- 
ifested by those who steer clear of the sins of the pen. 


For the written word Is to that which is spoken as is that 


which is graven upon stone to the record traced In sand; it en- 
dure* and continues to bear witness when the other has passed 
away and Is forgotten. 
Time would fail to tell of even a few of 


the effects of the written word; how many brilliant careers have 
Veen clouded, lives spoiled, even empires wrecked by the existence 
of an apparently insignificant scrap of paper. Indeed, the stories 


of many men and women might be set fitly to thv key of the 
chorus which some cf us remember as that of a marching- song 
In a famous political campaign: 
"Bum, burn, burn this letter." 


That which is hastily done we often wish undone, and It Is wise 
to reficct before the letter is written rather than to repent after- 
v.-ards. 


It Is by far a more eerlous matter to write a thing down in 


black and white than to say it. The glamour of personal pres- 
ence Is not there to give color to the meaning, the charm of man- 
ner, the shades of tone are lacking, not only to interpret but per- 
haps to soften the bare words, which therefore must stand on 
their own merits. We forget too often that written words cannot 
be followed by. immediate explanation, may not be influenced in 
their effect by Inflection of voice or glance of eye; there can b<j 
no Illuminating gesture, no merry or tender facial expression. 
Moreover, It Is Impossible to foresee with certainty the frame ot 
mind in which a letter may be received; It may be a mood to 
which perhaps the writer never would have addressed such words 
could he or she only have known beforehand. 


All this applies to ordinary letters written in confidence be- 


tween friend and friend, even when they are of ftie same sex. 
Still more does It behoove women, especially inxperlenced girls, to 
beware what they write, to men. Indeed, one cannot but allow 
that those mothers who do not permit their young daughters to 
write'to men at all are exceedingly wise in their day and genera- 
tion. It always Is best to be on the safe side, and not too near 
to the edge, either. 


The strictly punctilious person who would object to letters 


between lovers, whether unconfessed or acknowledged, would be 
hard of heart indeed; also, what Is quite as much to the purpose, 
any such objection would be useless and in vain. 
What, pray, 


would become of parted layers If they might not write to one 
another? 
Telling one's love on paper may be an unspeakable 


comfort when it cannot be told by word of mouth. Nevertheless, 
it Is well for even fond lovers to remember that sweets are apt 
to be valued in exact proportion to their rarity. 
Wo are told by 


divers philosophers, most of them men, that it Is unwise for any 
woman to iovo her lover too well; or, if that be self-control be- 
yond her power, the laws of self-preservation strictly ordain that 
f.he shall not allow him to discover her entire dependence upon 
his affection. 
A man resembles one's shallow in that if one fol- 


lows him he flies, if one flies he follows close upon one's foot- 
steps. sTliQ woman, even though sho be a wife, who surrenders 
too much may find herself bankrupt without tangible return for 
hec outlay. It is not well for a woman to protest too much, espe- 
cially upon paper, and it is worse when she is in earnest than 
when she Is not—for herself, at least, that Is. 
Affection should, 


if possible, 'be tempered with discretion. 


Assurances of affection In a woman's letter ought to be like 


the seasoning to a salad, carefully proportioned and not too strong. 
The love which shows between the lines is much more alluring 
to most men men than that which is openly expressed. 
Neither 


Is it well to commit oneself too strongly on paper with regard ID 
what one will or will not do In future. There waa a clever story 
recently in one of the magazines, concerning a man who kept the 
letters of his fiancee, filled with all manner of good resolutions 


and fair promises for their married life, tp confront her with 
them after the knot had been tied, greatly to her confusion and 
anger. Verbal promises are Imprudsnt, but written ones—O, my! 


It Is useless to urge prudence \ipon people who are deeply In 


love. Passion and prudence have little to say to each other.

What, then, can be expected from mere mortals? 
There 


are said to be engaged couples who after parting from each othei 
at 11 p. m. write a long letter before going to bed that night 
containing all they had not time to nay.

make a rule of this sort, as keeping it up Indefinitely Is apt to 
become a tax, and the breaking of It on either side may cause 
pain, if not friction. 
When dally or even frequent meetings ar« 


impossible, the love-letter has. a most important part to play in 
the course of true love, a part which It were difficult to omit 
without discomfort. 
Still, If people, women especially, could only 


remember that engagements are not always Infraglble, and fhat 
those for whom letters are not Intended sometimes see them, It 
might save infinite annoyance and mortification later on. In any 
case the letters which pasi between an engaged couple ought to 
be strictly private. The sweet nothings which go to make up 
th typical love-letter ought to be held as sacred.

E. J. Wickson, director of the experi- 
mental station of the University of 
California, in speaking .of the inter- 
view with Thomas A. Edison, in which 
he-predicted that before long science 
will enable the farmer to enrich hla 
lands by means of nitrogen from the 
air, ral« today: 


"Mr. Edison simply gives this as his 


opinion, but has done nothing. It is 
certain that something must be done 
in the near future to assist the farmer, 
and judging from the experiments 
made, I think nitrogen from the air 
will solve the problem. It is not gen- 
erally known, that the world's supply 
of natural nitrate comes from Chile 
and that It Is being so rapidly ex- 
hausted that thirty years' time will 
probably »ee the end of it 
It is also 
not generally known that nitrogen, 
constitutes the most Important of the 
three fundamental elements of plant 
food, the other two being, potassium 
and the phosphates, so that without 
nitrogen

He nourished until the electric rail- 
way linked 
Ha^ward with Oakland. 


Then he declared that the place had 
been cheapened. Instead of the cus- 
tomers who happened into his place, 
calling for champagne as In the -old 
days, the guests by electric cars asked 
for V-cent beer and they wanted big 
glasses of it for their nickels. 


In disgust Tony sold out and moved 


to "Klinknervllle," 
now th*> Golden 
Gate district of this city.
